Set'. 1. No (teieg&iefl Shall tie entitled In a ^fl1 fa 
the Annua] Conference \vifcrK)Ut proper credentials, or 
oilier satisfactory evidence of his election; and in the 
case of alternate, the certilieate shall so expres it. 

Sec, 2. Delegates of the A initial Conference shall 
lie elected from members in good standing and in full 
membership, over l lie age of' eighteen years. In cir- 
cuits, stations and missions, il shall be the duly of Hie 
pastor Ln dfes5gti,at^ the time ami place, and give notice 
of the election. The election shall beheld under (he 
direction ofthe Stewards; and they shall act as judges of 
the election, and cause the same to be returned to the 
Fourth (fuarlerly Conference, there to he compiled and 
consolidated. The pemrtti (\r persons receiving a plural- 
ity vole shall I"* declared duly elected delegate or dele- 
gates, ami next highest shall he declared alternate or 
alternates, and receive certificates accordingly, provided 
that in case of a lie, members of Quarterly Conference 
by a majority vote, shall decide, and provided further, 
that in case the delegate and alternate, elected from 
any work, are providentially hindered from attending the 
Annual Con terence to which they were elected, I hen 
the pastor in charge shall have the rignt to appoint a 
suitable person to represent such work in the Confer- 
ence. 

Sec. Nn person shall be elected to orders except 
he be a man of exceptional moral character, genuine 
piety, respectable attainment, and sound in the belief 
of the fundamental doctrines of Christianity, and t'aith- 
ful in the discharge of Cos pel duties. 

Sec. 4. No minister in good health shall be left 
without ministerial work for more than one year; at 
the end of which time he shall resume his itencralo 
labors, or be transferred to the uustationed hV. and if 
so transferred shall receive a certificate of his standing. 
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This rule shall apply to any minister so transferred, pro- 
vide J he at I lis own request, may locate by vote of the 
Conference. 

Sec. p. No minister or preacher appointed to a cir- 
cuit, station or mission, shall cease from labors assigned 
him by the stationing authority until his term of service 
shall have expired, except, by consent of the President, 
for reason, by him deemed, sufficient. 

Sec, 6. The President shall furnish each pastor 
with blank Pastors reports ten days prior to each ses- 
sion of the Conference, and each pastor shall give a re 
port of his labors in disciplinary form and submit same 
to Committee on Reports not later than cfc^ of the 
morning session of first day, Should any pastor fail to 
discfeu-ge bis duties herein set forth, and made obliga- 
tory opon him by the discipline, such failure shall 1>p 
sufficient cause for a reprimand by the Conference f nr 
first olfense, and location by a vote of the Conference 
lor the second oli'ense, 

Sfle, 7. The Hoard of Stewards of each charge shall, 
soon after the adjournment of the. Annual Conference, 
meet and in committee with the pastor, make the 
assessments as required by the Discipline and By-Laws 
proportion same to i he several classes and see I hat 
same is collected in due time, and jiaid over to the 
proper persons or boards to receive same, taking re- 
ceipts therel'ur. 

Sec. 8. On all subjects involving the financial in- 
terest of the church, no one shall be entitled to a vote 
except those who ore eighteen years of age, and are 
contributing members in full membership. 

See. 9, Any mem her twenty-one years of age, and 
in good standing and in full membership for one year, is 
eligible to any (jfBfce tft the church, and as a debate to 
the Annual Conference, provided, that where a church, 
emaift, stahon or mission, has no member of said ae,c. 
they may place in ollice in the church, or elect as de le- 
gate to (he Annual Conference such as are not twenty- 
one years of age and such as have not. been members 
one year. 

Sec. 10. Due notice shall be given previous to ab- 
action to be taken that involves the iinanefal interest oY 
the church. 

Sec. 11. The term of office of Conference Steward 
shall b* one year. 
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Sec. 12. The Conference Steward shall be required 
to receive find hold all moneys collected for the various 
benevolent purposes from the dii fere nt, charges, also 
Con fore nee collections. 

Sec. 13, II shall be the duly of the Conference 
Steward (o settle all incidental expenses of the Confer- 
ence out of the Conference collect ions during its session, 
and present the remainder bo the Conference for dis- 
bursement. 

Sec. 14. He shall pay over to ihe different bopHs, 
or t he persons authorized to receive same, all money re- 
ceived for the various benevolent purposes, taking re- 
ceipt, ami of which find other business in Ids hands shall 
make a proper exhibit to the Conference during the 
session at winch he was appointed, also at the expira- 
tion of his term of office. 

Sec. 15. Each pastor shall call the ait cut i<n ofe;ich 
class under his charge quarterly to the amount of his 
assessment for (he current year made by the Stewards.

Sec. 17. Toe proceedings of the Annual Conference 
shall be recorded by the Secretary, and properly ar- 
ranged for printing in the annual minutes, tor which 
be shall receive a reasonable compensation, and the 
minutes shall be signed by the President and Secretary, 

Sec. 18. The Secretary shall take charge of nil 
books, journals, records and proceedings of Conference 
and trans nut the same to (be Conference at iis next 
session.
